MORE LICENSES OR NOT? 


There is a question before the North 


Adams selectmen at the present time, 
•which is of very general intci est and, no 
doubt is of much importance to the. wel- 
fare of the people of Uiis town. It is the 
matter of granting or not granting addi- 
tional liquor licenses on the basis of the. 
:c2emJ.y announced census enumeration. 


As iu the case of most everything else, 


tuere is a wrong and a, right to this qii na- 
tion. And, furthermore, more than in 
most public questions, there is a moral 
issue involved. 


Does North Adams desire or need more 


saloons, and ao the exigencies of the high 
Msense situation demand that, in justice 
to all and because of tho towii'b needs, 
more licenses be granted ? 


There can be no question that the li- 


censes are desired by prospective saloon 
uw n. Both they and their friends are hot 
on the trail. Some of them disappointed 
in the annual spring allotment of license 
favors, are now after them with renewed 
zeal. In fact the urgency to secure 
licenses is very much greater than any ap- 
parent 
effort 
to prevent more being 


granted. This is due to one of two causes: 
either the liquor men are muoh more zeal- 
ous in their own cause and that of in- 
temperance than the professed temper- 
ance people are in their cause, or no one 
sees any harm coming of more licenses 
and mere saloons in North Adams. A 
third possible feeling is that the people's 
wishes would have little to do in the mat- 
ter any way, and silence is just as effective 
as any thing else. 


It can be argued in favor of granting li- 


censes that so long as North Adams is un- 
der the high license system, and saloon 
licenses have been granted on the basis of 
one to each one thousand inhabitants, not 
to grant more would be to give the present 
license holders more than they paid for 
in securing their present license. 
This 


policy would be one to enrich the present 
saloon men at the expense of the money 
the town might receive for three addition- 
al licenses. It is a case of more revenue 
for a limited number of saloon men and 
less revenue for the town treasury, or a 
case of more revenue forthe town treasury 
and less for a full license quota of Laloon 
:nen. It is further argued that nineteen 
t-aloons instead of sixteen saloons in North 
Adams will not conduce to more drinking 
but only to a division of the liquor profits. 
And, finally, stress is laid on the point of 
the town's need of money that would 
come of granting the number ot licenses 
that the high license system allows—or( 
the plan of "having high license when 
you have it." 


There is another side to the question. 


A/e the people of this town ready to be- 
lieve that more saloons will not mean 
more drinking? If not, are they reconciled 
to more intemperance than their own 
eyes each day and every morning's police 
court assures them of? 
Do our people 


want three more places where intoxica- 
ting liquor can be sold, where men and 
boys can be made drunk? 
Three more 


places in this community must be invaded 
by the saloon danger, if three licenses are 
granted, and that means, all pretense to 
the 
contrary, that more liquor will 


be sold'. The summing against the grant- 
ing of licenses would be the whole tern, 
pcrance argument. It reduces itself to a 
question of expedience, just as the liquor 
question in this town does each year. 
Then, shall the town have more licenses 
nnd more drinking, and the high license 
plan Be put into strict operation and the 
town treasury have more money, or shall 
the saloon business in North Adams, so 
far as numbers go, receive si check ? 


That is the question for the selectmen 


directly, and indirectly for the people of 
North Adams to be considering.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—The state de- 


partment was informed yesterday after- 
noon that there was some disposition on 
the part of the Chinese officials not to 
allow the American ami British officials 
to be present at die investigation of tlio 
Kn-Chcng riots. 


It is Mated nt the department that t bo 


usual hitch 1ms occurred, in which the 
Chinese officials have refused to allow any 
interference with their forms of procedure. 
In every cum1 where there ha<* been :iu in- 
vostigalion 11 the kind proposed, the same 
objections hiivt! been made, the Chinese 
officials, fettling that they will lose pres- 
tige with their people if they allow for- 
eigners to participate in their courts. 
These objections have always ended in 
the submission of the Chinese after some 
delay. 


It can be suited authoritatively that, the 


instructions to Minister Denby cover all 
questions now in controversy and that the 
investigation will be conducted in such ;i 
jnaunerasto allow the American repre- 
sentative to secure complete and full in- 
formation ni to the cause of the riots and 
i lie persons participating in them, whether 
high or low. Tim assurance is also given 
that tliis will be done in such a manner us 
to leave nothing for complaint by the 
American pmplo on the score of failure to 
obtain I!»• facts relating to the disturb- 
ances. 


It in not ill all probable tliaft* Minister 


Denby Im^ been directed to make an.v sueli 
demand as that to be made by the British 
minister nt Pi'kin, as it- is known here 
that sttcli a dciuaiul will not be.nccessary. 
li is understood that the Cliiuese minisloi1 
has informed his government, that the best 
interests of China will be, served by ac- 
cording to the American and British offi- 
cers the most thorough facilities for ob- 
mining all information desired.

regards the situation resulting from the 
Ku-Cheng riots as very serious or alarm- 
ing, 
M> far iv-American interests are con- 


cerned. 


It appears that the Chinese government, 


and officials are very friendly toward Uio 
United States ami American citizens, and 
regret disturbances which have tended to 
cause so much consternation. Officials in 
Washington are convinced that both Min- 
ister Pfinby and Admiral Carpenter feel 
asiured that the Chinese government will 
prevent uu't-her oatragea, and that the 
alarm felt, by Americans in Shanghai, 
Foo-Choo and Tien-Tslu is greater than 
the situation warrants. 


The advices froiu the minister and ad- 


miral are rearming, nml, it is stated, not 
in accord with the cables ot Consul Gen- 
eral .lernigau afShanghai, and the state- 
iiienls made by other American citizens,

SYNDICATE'S HELPING 
HAND 


Once More Extended In Behilf ol the Treas- 


ury's Gold Reserve. 


V^ASHINGTON, Aug. 81.—The gold syn- 


dicate, yesterday prevented the gold re- 
serve from falling below the §100,000,00(1 
mark. About 2 o'clock the treasury de- 
partment was informed that $2,S50,000 in 
gold had been withdrawn for export from 
the svib-treasMry in New York. As the 
gold reserve, at the close of business yes- 
terday stood at $103,527,143, the with- 
drawals would have reduced ths reserve 
to?99,eT7,US. A few minutes afterward, 
however, Acting Secretary Curtis received 
a telegram saying that Pierpont Morgan 
of the syndicate liad deposited $2,000,000 in 
gold in exchange for greenbacks. This 
deposit swelled the reserve to $101,677,143. 


The officials at the department display 


no apprehension as to the gold reserve, 
and intimate that the syndicate will con- 
tinue to make deposits to offset with- 
drawals, but they decline to express their 
reasons for their faith, and tho question 
raised constantly is as to the pledge under 
which the syndicate is making those de- 
p6sits and the period it covers, as well a>; 
the ability of the syndicate to continue to 
protect the reserve. 


Bu1 little light cap be shed on these 


cnvaoions, however, as it is said that prob- 
,.jly only two government officials—Pres- 
ident Cleveland aud Secretary Carlisle- 
know the unwritten part Si the agree- 
ment made with the syndicate which se- 
cured the last issue ot bonds.
